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ATTORNEYS’ FEES AND COSTS DECISION'

Petitioner, Frederick Brady, filed an Application for Fees and Costs on December 3,
2007. In his application, Mr. Brady requested $21,020.00 in attorney’s fees and $768.37 in
litigation costs, for a total of $21,788.37. This request was supported by his counsel’s fee
statement. See Application for Fees and Costs, filed December 3, 2007. Additionally, petitioner
filed a statement of costs in compliance with General Order No. 9, stating that petitioner alone
has not incurred any litigation costs.

Petitioner stated in his application that respondent had no objection to the amounts
requested in petitioner’s application.

After reviewing the request, the court awards $21,788.37 in attorney’s fees and other
litigation costs, of which, $21,788.37 shall be made payable jointly to petitioner and his attorney.
